Mr. Madifon’s bill for increafing the ton- 
nage on veflels belongin to nations not in 
commercial treaty with the United.

in England, to bis friend in America. - 

‘¢ Since] wrote you lait, [ have beea inLondon 
about the , which I informed you was de- 
tained here by the Collector, he alleedging the 
was not navigated according to law. As you are 
much concerned in american veffels, I think it ne- 
ceflary to give you a particular accountof this 
tranfaction, and alfo to inform you of fome very 
alarming proceedings going forward on this fide 
the Atlantic, againit American, thipping in gene- 
ral. You ate acquainted that the British naviga- 
tion act, requires, that the maiter and three fourths 
of the mariners on board a!l foreign veffels tra- 
ding to England, be fubjects of the country the 
fhip belongs to.- Now it is neceflary the captain 
and three fouths of the mariners of every Ameri- 
can veffel coming to England, fhould be fubjects 
of America at the time independence was granted 
by England. When the — - arrived here, 
fhe had 14 ‘people on board, out of which the 
Captain and ten of the people were really Ameri- 
cans, the remaining three were Englifhmen, who 
had become citizens fince the war—according to 
the prefent conftruction of the Britith Navigatioa 
Aa, fhe had one.more real American on board 
than the law requires, but five of the above num- 
ber were apprentices, which the Collector would 
not allow to be numbered as marivers, the veffel 
was in confequence detained till he had the opint- 
on of the commiffioners of the cultoms ; but this 
being too difficult a queftion for them to refolve, 1 
was referred to the Attorney General, and after 
detaining the veffel feven weeks, with her cargo 
on board, he gave his opinion that fhe was navi- 
gated according to law;. I with to remark that 
aporentices on board Englith veffels are always al» 
lowed to be mariners, by the Collector, under 
writers, and every other perfoa. When an Ame- 








rican veflel arrives here, the Colleétor has a!! the 
crew. up to the cuftom houfe, and makes thein 
(wear where they are born, how old they were,now 
and where they have been employed, &c. in fhort, 
it is a fpecies of inquilition which the collector 
has iditituted againft Americans only, as he makes 
no fuch enquiry of veffels belonging to any other 
foreign nation, and I am forry to add that this 
partial conduct of the Collector is approved of by 
eople in power, for I faw a letter of LordHawkei- 
cay, who particularly mentioned it; this letter 
was in anfwer to one wrote to him by the merchants 
of this place, defiring fomething might be done 
for the benefit of the Britith thipping, to counter- 
act the ten per cent. difcount, on all goods im- 
»rted into the United States in American veilels : 
He recommends that the merchants here fhould 
reduce the freight of their veflels, which he fays 
would be only for a fhort time, and that by their 
exerting themfelves againit American veffels, and 
by the Collector’s being particularly ftrict with 
them, in a fhort time it muft have a good effe&, 
and that as foon as he had gained the neceffary 
information in the bufinefs, he promifed that fome- 
thing fhould be done, J have alfo been informed, 
that the merchants here have wrote-out to Ame- 
rica, giving pofitive orders nottothip any goods 
on beard American veflels ; and without fometling 
is done in this bufinefs, the fooner you fet them 
“en the better. You will alo take notice, 
that a British: fabje&t becoming a citizen of Ame- 
rica fince the war, cannot hold any part of an A- 
merican veffel.”’ 
—The above facts are undoubted, coming from 
the very beft authority.

** A plot has been difcovered in Martinique of 
the coloured people’s (mulattoes) going to atiack 
the inhabitants and to put them all to death, to 
fet fire to the town and all the veffels in the har- 
bour. When they fufpeéted their defign was 
known, a party made an attempt to pofleis them- 
felves of Fort Royal, in which they killed the 
commandant and many others: they were howe- 
ver repulfed and ran off to the moUntains—Since 
which the inhabitants are putting to death all the 
mulattoes and muftees,they can catch? when the 
perfon who brought th news, Jeft Martinique he 
faw twenty-five hanging\together, and it was de- 
termined to kill every one\n the town, and never 
permit any go live there agaka. He alfo fays that 
every tree imthe town had mod or le{s of halters 
prepared for the unhappy creatures as they could 
be caught.” . a 
It is with finceré pleafure we inform the public, 
that MajorDoughty, who was reposted to have been 
killed by the Indians on the river\Tenailee, fafe- 
ly arrived at. Fort-Harmer, on the 5 
of Jat month. This valuable officer was charged 
with important public bufinefs to the Chikafaw and 
Cho&taw nations of Indians. While afcending 
the Tenaffee, on the 25th of March laft, he met 
a party of forty Indians, in three canoes, having 
a white flag hoifted. This party were a bandit 
of Cherokees and Chawanefe, with three Creeks. 
The Major was in a barge with Enfign Sedam, 
with fifteen non-commifioned officers and privates. 
“The Indians appeared very friendiy, and their 
Chief, and feveral others, even came on board of 
the barge. They received, with the greateit ap- 
parent thankfulnefs, prefents of corn and tobacco. 
‘They endeavoured, by every means in their pow- 
€r, to purfuade the Major to land, and pais the 
night with them,. pong to hunt turkies and 
buffaloes for him ; but he, being fufpicious of their 
defign, evaded their entreaties. After having 
thus paffed upwards of an hour, they fhook the 
Major by the hand, and left him: but the men 
had fearcely took to their oars, before they re- 
ceived from the Indians a fevere fire, which was 


inftantly returned, and the boat put about, The 





barge then floating down the flream, an inceffant 
fire enfued for four hoars. During this time the 
Indians manifeited an-intertion of boarding the 
barge ; but the cool and well direéted fire of the 
Major’s party prevented the defign, The Major 
loit ive of his party killed, and ix wounded, one 
of whom died afterwards, 

Having his force thas reduced, he was unable 
to return up the Tenaflee againit the ftream; he 
therefore defcended that river .and the Ohio into 
the Miffifippi, and arrived on the 25th of March 
lait at L’?Ance-a-la Graife, a Spanith poit about 
forty-five miles below the Ohio. 

The Major was received by Monfieur Foucher, 
lieutenant commandant of the poit, with the great- 
eft politenefs and attention ; and every tendernefs 
and care was fhewn to the wounded, three of whom 
were left at the polit, being too badly injured to be 
removed. 

Capé. Hart, who had been previoufly difpatch- 
ed by the Major into the Chickafaw nation joined 
him-afterwards on the Ohio. 

On Wednefday afternoon, his Excellency tee Go- 
wernor, accompanied by the Hon. Exra L’Homme- 
diew and Richard Varick, E/grs. returned to this 
city, from Fort Stanwix, having, with the other
